If thia volume goaa to Suparaarkat 
bakeriaa or unorganiaad distributors at coata that Indapandant B aker- 
iaa cannot poaaibly coapata with, thaa the eaployaea of long eatab- 
liahed bakariea who hawa devoted aany yaara of thair lives to faith¬ 
ful service aill be eliminated. Thia will be due to tha losa of pro¬ 
fitable volume that will be lost to thia new economic trend. 

Thia trend haa reached auch serious proportions that many bakeries 
hawa takan action to try and neat thia problen in order to prevent 
tha loaa of volume. Thia action is usually insecure since demands ara 
made far full coaniasion ehich potentially make the volume unprofit¬ 
able. 

During tha past few years tha phenomenal growth of supermarkets and their 
competitive position in the aconoay has brought about tha need for pri¬ 
vate label bm<ery products to meet the com;>etition from chaina that have 
their nan bakeries. Chaina without bakeries and co-operative markets now 
aincaraly thramtan to obtain private label products from whatever source 
necessary in order to meet their ever increasing problem of finding local 
bakeries who can service tnea with private label products at low distribu¬ 
tes coata. 

It nould seem logical that progressive leadership could help to chanel 
thia business into established bakeries where it aould kelp to save not 
only bakeries, bvt also Unicr verbsrships. i he thinking and actions you 
can give thia problem could be most helpful to the Industry and eventually 
your people.
